Besides tIm* destruction of the two 
large bathhouses on the outside of the 
sea wall, washed away by the waves, 
there was some loss to small craft and 
fishing piers on the jetties were de 
stroyed.

It hail Its origin on 
the Atlantic coast and swung west­ 
ward and southward, devastating the 
entire gulf coast, even as far south as 
Matagorda ba.v , That some lives were 
lost and that much property was de­ 
stroyed is the general belief. 
With 
wires down and railroad communica 
tion hampered, the exact loss is hn- 
possible to estimate. 
From other cities in the affected 
area come tales of narrow escapes and 
much destruction of property. 
The 
only anxiety expressed now is for the 
smaller towns, villages and summer 
resorts with which the gulf coast is 
so thickly settled. 
In the history of 
other gulf storms, it has been the 
villages whleh suffered most from the 
waters. 
The entire gulf coast Is very 
low and offers absolutely no protec­ 
tion from the storm of w'aves.

Conferees Was Unavailing. 
Washington. July 22.— The dinner 
and conference at Which the presi­ 
dent’* closest advisers and th** tariff 
conferees 
were 
brought 
together 
last night In Hie effort to settle the 
differences regarding the tariff bill 
ended af 11:30 o’clock with the dis 
putes over raw materials no nearer 
adjustment than they were before the 
dinner invitations were issued. 
Only one question was determined 
beyond appeal, and that was that th** 
conferees will have to settle their own 
differences. 
Pains were taken, how 
ever, to convey the impression that 
this decision Is not indicative of any 
absence of appreciation of the presi- 
d e n ts efforts. 
It merely confirmed 
what the “elder statesmen” had as 
serf rd from tho f i r s t - that tariff mak­ 
ing Is trading, and the shrewdest deal­ 
er and the strongest section is bound 
to get the best of the argument. That 
this ti uisni is responsible for the in 
surgent movements in the house and 
senate aud party revolts in middle 
western states does not alter the sit­ 
uation. 
Briefly stated, the representatives 
of the house and senate practically 
admitted that they were unable to 
forecast the outcome. 
Home of the 
conferees said after the dinner that 
no conference report would be signed 
until both houses hHd been canvassed 
to the probability of Ifs being adopted 
No one eau Has hefty much this will 
delay adjournment of the tariff ses­ 
sion.
